and, notified 10,000 followers on the Department’s Twitter and
Facebook feeds. Notification of the Fund was emailed by the Mayor’s
Office of Economic Development to approximately 22,000 small
businesses and interested parties in Boston including the networks
within the 20 Boston Main Street Districts. The Small Business team
held an informational conference call about the Fund on April 7 that
was accessible by a Facebook link, online via computer, or dialed in by
telephone. The conference was well attended by more than 500
participants with the majority of questions centering around how to

apply.
